London. Dec. IT.—The allies will 
resume the war on the eve of the 
peace conference if Turkey w ill not sur­ 
render Adrianople. M. Venizelos. pre­ 
mier of Greece, the chief figure of the 
Balkan envoys, has made this state­ 
ment. He said that the coalition is as 
firm today as when the allies fired the 
first shot at Turkish troops. 
“The allies.” he continued, “w ill de­ 
mand the surrender of Adrianople and 
.Tanina as well as the rest of the ter­ 
ritory conquered. 
Turkey. I under­ 
stand, is determined not to yield to 
this demand, and unless one gives way 
it is practically certain that the con­ 
ference will be a failure and the war 
will be resumed. 
“The allies are quite prepared for 
such a rsult. Both Greece and Servia 
will send their armies to aid Bulgaria 
at Tohataldja. and in the ultimate cap­ 
ture of Constantinople.

raised fresh loans recently and have 
plenty of money to conduct the war.”

portant Decision. 


W ashington. Pee. 17.— Attorney Gen­ 
eral W ic k e rh a m foresees, in the par­ 
tial victory achieved by th e govern* 
m eat in the suprem e court decision iii 
the long {lending anthracite eases, <1 
struct ion cf the com bination th at now j 
controls the price of hard coal, and a • 
di>ti c* m easure of rf lief for the con­ 
sum ing public. 
This will be accom ­ 
plished through the features of the 
decision which bold that the Tem ple 
Iron com pany is an unlawful com bina­ 
tion in re stra in t of trade and th at the 
so-called 65 per cent contracts con­ 
travene the S herm an anti-trust law. 
Through these two m eans the a n ­ 
thracite roads p< r i t u a l l y controlled 
practically all the output of independ­ 
ent producers, woo under this decision 
will again e n te r the com petitive m a r­ 
kets. releasing about one-fourth of the 
total production from the grasp of the 
monopoly. 
As to o th e r features of the decision, 
th ere was m anifest disappointm ent on 
the part of the governm ent's law* of­ 
ficers.

This Is One of the Early Engagements

Than With National Affairs. 


New York, Dec. 17.—W hen he got in 
from Bermuda, w here for a month 
past he has been devoting himself 
ea rn e stly to the m a tte r of his care and 
comfort.

covered from th e fatigues of his cam ­ 
paign and now ready for business. 
Business for him m eans the direc­ 
tion of legislation in his own com m on­ 
wealth of New J* rsey to the end t hat 
the program of reform to which he 
pledged him self when he was elected 
governor may be carried out and steps 
takn to prevent any backw ard move­ 
ment.

Indianapolis. Dec. 17.—The condem- 


nation of Block 33, directly north of 
the statehouse square, or at least the 
south half, its purchase by the state, 
the erection thereon of a centennial 
building, to cost no less than ?800,000, 
and a bond issue to cover the entire 
cost form tho principal recommenda- 
tions of the centennial commission ap- 
pointed by the act of the 1911 legisla- 
ture.

Bite for the erection of a centennial 
building, to house the state library and 
the state's educational and scientific 
institutions, now included in the cap- 
Hoi's office scheme. 


Members of the commission declare 


that the property owners in the block 
proposed as a site for the new build- 
ing by the commission, "boosted" prop- 
erty values to such an extent that it 
was impossible for the commission to 
take options on the proposed site, as 
required by the 1911 act, the commis- 
sion, in its report showed estimates 
that the total cost of the cquare at the 
prices quoted to the commission would 
be $926,500. 


"The commission believed that it 


would not be faithful to the trust re- 
posed in it. by Section 4 of the act if it 
bound the state to pay options at this 
excessive valuation by the owners, and 
therefore declined to take any options 
and no\v reports that if this site is se- 
cured the property ought to be appro- 
priated by condemnation proceeediugs 
for that purpose," the report says.

It May Not Settle at the 


Present Conference, 


ADRIANOPLE THE DISTURBER 


Insistence of the Balkan Allies That 


the Turks Shall Give Up This City 
and the Equal Determination of the 
Ottoman Government Not to Do So, 
May Prove Rock on Which Negotia- 
tions For Peace Will Split. 


London, Dec. 17.—The allies will 


resume the war on the eve of the 
peace conference if Turkey will not sur- 
render Adrianople. M. Venizelos, pre- 
mier of Greece, the chief figure of the 
Balkan envoys, has made this state- 
ment. He said that the coalition is as 
firm today as when the allies fired the 
first shot at Turkish troops. 


"The allies," he continued, "will de- 


mand the surrender of Adrianople and 
Janina as well as the rest of the ter- 
ritory conquered. Turkey, I under- 
stand, is determined not to yield to 
this demand, and unless one gives way 
It Is practically certain that the con- 
ference will he a failure and the war 
will he resumed. 


"The allies are quite prepared for 


such a rsult. Both Greece and Servia 
will send their armies to aid Bulgaria 
at Tchataldja, and in the ultimate cap- 
ture of Constantinople. 
We have 


raised fresh loans recently and have 
plenty of money to conduct the war." 


Sir Edward Grey had hardly finished 


his address of welcome in the palace 
of St. James, in which he spoke of the 
benefits of the peace that was to fol- 
low the conference, when there was a 
squabble. As soon as Sir Edward left 
the room the head of the. Turkish del-

Greeks Best Turks at Sea. 


Athens, Dec. 17.—Greek and Turkish 


warships engaged in a naval combat 
between Imbros and the Dardanelles. 
The Turkish fleet was protected by 
the forts during the engagement, but 
the Greeks forced them to retire in dis- 
order. The Greek fleet, which remained 
complete, continues to cruise in the 
vicinity. The victory resulted in Greek 
casualties of only five wounded. Three 
Turkish destroyers endeavored to es- 
cape the vigilance of the Greeks, but 
were pursued and quickly forced to re- 
turn to the shelter of the forts. 


HEAVY ALIMONY 


Given the Divorced Wife of Fritz Au- 


gustus Heinze. 


Newburgh, N. Y., Dec. 17.—The sec- 


ond highest alimony ever recorded in 
New York state was allowed Mrs. Ber- 
nice C. Heinze of New York city, when 
Justice Tompkins granted her a decree 
of divorce from her husband, Fritz 
Augustus Heinze, commonly referred 
to as the former "copper king." Un- 
der the provisions of the decree 
Heinze is to give his wife Jl.OOO a 
month alimony and is to pay the rent 
of her apartments in New York city, 
amounting to $233 a month. Mrs. 
Heinze also receives the custody of 
the couple's only child, F. Augustus, 
jr., born Dec. 6. 1911, and the father 
is directed to pay for the lad's educa- 
tion after the boy reaches the age of 
five years. As Heinze did not appear 
to contest his wife's suit, the court 
promptly signed the decree.

Washington, Dec. 17.—Attorney Gen- 


eral Wickershain foresees, in the par- 
tial victory achieved by the- govern- 
ment in the supreme court decision in 
the long pending anthracite cases, de- 
struction of the combination "that nov,- 
j 


controls the price of hard coal, and a! 
distinct measure of relief for the con-1 


sinning public. 
This will be accom- 


plished through the features of the 
decision which hold that the Temple 
Iron company is an unlawful combina- 
tion in restraint of trade and that the 
so-called 
(>.7« per cent contracts con- 


travene the Sherman anti-trust law. 


Through these two means the an- 


thracite roads perpetually controlled 
practically all the output of independ 
ent producers, \vno under this decision 
will again enter the competitive mar- 
kets, releasing about one-fourth of the 
total production from the grasp of the 
monopoly. 


As to other features of the decision, 


there was manifest disappointment on 
the part of the government's law of- 
ficers.

National Chairman McCombs has been 
looking over the ground and an early 
conference between him and the pres- 
ident elect is expected as a matter of 
course. No selections for the cabinet 
have been made, according to Gover- 
nor Wilson, and will not be for some 
time.

Little Rock. Ark.. Dec. 17.—Cover 


nor Donaghey smashed all pardon rec- 
ords by liberating 316 state convicts 
and forty-four county prisoners. 
At 


the same time he made public a mes- 
sage which he will submit to the leg- 
islature next month, giving his reii 
sons for. granting the pardons. 
Me 


says he always has opposed the con 
vlct lease system as practiced In Ar- 
kansas, and has made repeated efforts 
to induce the legislature to repeal the 
law. 
He charges that convicts are 


hired to contractors, .who sublet them 
to others for the sole purpose of en- 
riching themselves; that the men arc 
often treated inhumanely and given 
prison terms far in excess of their 
deserts. 


Governor Donaghey says he knowd 


of no better way to get the legislature 
to give the matter attention than by 
almost emntv'n* the prison.

Washington, Dec. 17.—The Indiana 


patronage conference which was to 
have taken place at Indianapolis some 
time during the holidays has been in- 
definitely postponed, owing to Sen- 
ator Shively's illness, and the Hoo- 
sier candidates for jobs under the Wil- 
son administration must conquer their 
impatience for a few weeks longer. It 
is thought now that the conference 
will be heid in Washington about Jan- 
uary 10. 


Senator Shively is reported to be 


resting comfortably in Providence hos- 
pital after his recent operation, but is 
not yet entirely out of danger. Symp- 
toms of gangrene necessitated the am- 
putation of one of his toes. It probably 
will be ten days before he is discharg- 
ed from 
the hospital and 
several 


weeks before he will be able to travel. 


Senator Kern will be detained at 


the dynamite trial at least through the 
first week in January. 
He plans to 


make the opening argument for the 
defendants after the taking of testi- 
mony is concluded and then catch the 
first train for Washington. Upon his 
arrival, if Senator Shively's recovery. 
has been successful, the two senators 
will get together and agree upon a 
slate of Indiana appointments to be.

Under.the parcels post law, effec- 


tive, January 1, 1913, mail Matter of 
the fourth class, except "permit' 
matter, must bear distinctive postage 
stamp, and a special series of stamps 
in twelve denominations, and of due 
stamps in live denominations, will be 
issued by the department. 


The parcels post stamps measure

lines. The color is red for all denomi- 
nations. In a curved panel across the 
top, supported by a paneled perpen- 
dicular column at each end, appeal 
the words "U. S. Parcels Post" in 
Roman capital letters. Triangular or- 
naments occupy both upper corners. 
The denomination in large numerals is 
in each lower corner, with the title oi 
the subject and the word "cents'' (or- 
"dollar") between.

The parcels post due stamps are 


the same sixe. The color is green foi 
all denominations. In a horizonta 
panel across the top are the words

ter. upon a background of lathework 
and within a circular frame, is a larg 
numeral expressing

•Beginning January 1, ordinary pos- 


taire stamps will not be valid for pay- 
ment of postage on mail matter of the 
fourth class, nor will the regular 
postage-due stamp be valid for the 
collection of postage 
on short-paid 


matter of the fourth class.

ions for the annual prize essay con- 
cst of the State board of forestry, 
o be held in 1913. The subject of the 
ontest will be "The Street and Road- 
side Trees of Your County." Prizes 
imounting to $40 are offered. 
Of 


Ujit amount $20 is offered to pupils 
n country graded schools. $10 to the 
lupil who sends the best essay from 
each ol' the .-eveinh.and eighth grades 
liid $20 to .the high schools. 
The 


alter prize is divided, $10 to the best 
,'reshman or sophomore essay and 
•pl.0 to the best from the two upper 
classes. 


In discussing the 1913 essays, Mr. 


Deam said: 


"The value of shade trees to the 


State, community and individual is 
much underestimated. 
The average 


city of five thousand will contain 
about two thousand trees. It is dilli- 
cult to fix a value on them, but is safe 
to say that the privilege of cutting 
them down could not be obtained for 
thousands of dollars. 


"In other 
words, the trees are 


worth thousands of dollars to the 
city, and I ask how much money is 
expended annually in earing for this 
property of such immense value. How 
much protection do the trees receive 
from city officers whose duty it is to 
look after shade trees ' It is believed 
the neglect of shade trees is tile re- 
sult of not appreciating their value. 


••Our board hopes to create an in- 


terest in' the planting and care of 
shade trees by encouraging a study 
of them by the .-chool children and 
teachers of the State."

(This is a request and not a condi- 
tion.) 


Give suggestions for the improve- 


ment of present conditions. 


Is- there, any organized effort in 


your city of county to improve pres- 
ent Conditions'.' 


Anything relating to the subject is 


desired. 


•You arc not .required to follow the 


order of the above conditions. 


The manuscript must be written in 


ink on white paper and the essay
